Fi R. Beal the Meſſenger being ſent Expreſs by the way of Scotland,to Ma- 
3 | jor-General Xirk, returned yeſterday morning abour eight of the Clock, 
0; having left Major-General X 77k on Tueſday laſt, being the thirtieth Day of 
Ks Faly,in the Iſland of Inch in Lough Swile : He brings Advice, That Major- 
Sy General Kirk, with the Ships and men under his Command, having continued 
38 a conſiderable time in Lowgb Foyl, and ſeing that it was impoſſible ro Relieve 
% the Town by that way, til] ſuch time as he ſhould be Re-inforced with Forces 
0 from England, hethought it neceſſary and Requikite to Sail to Lough Swille, to 


joyn Colonel Starr, who is Poſted in the Ifle of Jnch : And accordingly he 

did ſet Sail, in order to pertorm that Veyage z upon which the 1r;ſþ drew all 
& their Forces from Lowgh Foyl, ip order to oppoſe their Deſigns: And withal, 
"2 to prevent the People of 1nniskilling and Ballyſbannon, &c, trom joining them, 
> leaving only an inconfiderable Party, with two Pieces of Cannon, to Guard the 
oy. Bomb, having carried the reſt of theGuns with them,Upon notice ot their ſo do- 
L ing, Major-General Xirk ſailed back roLowgb Foyl,where he ſoon pur the 1rifh to 
flight,& broke theBomb wirh Iutle or no oppolition,having loſt but one Manin 


of the Action. Then he Sailed to London-Derry, where he was joyfully receiv- 
bee ed by the Inhabitants, who began to want Proviſions, being reduced to that 
 : ſcarcity, that they were obliged for ſome days tog*ther to eat Horſe-fleſh, and 


were allowed but one Bisket a piece every day, The Inhabitants of the Town 
ſent on Eoard the Fleet to acquaint Major General Kirk, that they wanted no 
Men in the Town, nor Ammunition, but Proviſion; and in regard they had 
been ſo long Commanded by the Reverend Colonel Walker, and had been fo 
ſucceſsful by the Bleſſing of God in their ſeveral Sallies, they humbly defired 
him not to Land his Men there, but to Sail and joyn Colonel Start; teiling 
him withal it might occafion Grumbling in the Town, if ſo be the Inhabitants 
ſhonld be commanded by ſtrange Officers. They likewiſe defired toland what 
Provifions he had for them, which he accordingly did ; and afterwards accor. 
Ging to their deſire, Sailed to the I{le of Inch, where he is now Arrived, and 
hasa Body of Six thouſand brave Men, and bath a free Correſpondence with 
the People of InnickiVing and Balyſhannon,who have lately marched out of that 
Iſland, and fought the Duke of Berwick in the Field, with that reſolution and 
bravery, ſtanding the Brunt of the Battel, till all the Shot on both fides were 
ſpent, and then they went to work with the But-end of their Muſquets. At 
length they beat the Enemy out ofthe Field, killing ſome hundreds upon the 1 | 
Spot, and taking ſeveral Priſoners, wth Two Huadred Scarlet Cloaks, the 
Duke of Berwick himſe)f narrowly eſcaping. *Tis generally believed,that they 
have joyned thoſe ofthe Ifle of Iz ere this z if Major General Kirk had but 
Arms, they would be able to make a Body of Thirty Thouſand Men, which 
would, in all probability, ſoon deſtroy the 1r;ſþ Army, they being ſo often al- 
ready defeated, and the Proteſtants fluſht with Vittory, I 
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
